1  do  not  challenge  Simplex  becaufie  he 
believes  not  what  I  believe ;  but.l  cannot 
help  accufing  him  of  want  of  candour,  of 
inconliftcriicy-  with  himfclf,  and  even  of 
the  moft  unmauly  diiin^enuoufnefs,  if  he 
UkOpe  to  make  men  believe  ibat  be  hokh 
Vok-  XXIX. 


the  feriptures  facred,  while  yet  he  denies 
the  do^rine  of  juftification  before  God 
by  works,  or  the  dodtrine  of  God’s  re¬ 
garding  human  merit  in  his  divine  de¬ 
crees;  both  which  dodtrines  he  feeois  to 
deny  in  his  elTiy,  P.  loo* 

That  he  does  not  believe  tbefe  doc¬ 
trines,  i  am  not  at  all  furprifed ;  but,  M 
they  are  maintained  and  inculcated  times 
without  hamber  in  the  Bible,  and  that 
too  in  language  the  moft  clear  and  expli¬ 
cit  that  can  be  made  ole  of,  to  wh^t 
muft  we  attribute  a  (how  of  reverence 
for,  and  belief  of  the  facred  authority  Of 
that  volume,  while  yet  thedo^nes,  fa 
much  inlided  on  in  it,  are  rejedted  witli 
the  fame  breath?  Is  this  candid?  Is  it 
ingenuous?  Is  it  like  coniifteney  with 
one’s  felf? 

If  a  man  fays,  "  the  Bible  inculcates 
fuch  and  foch  dodtrines ;  I  don’t  believe 
them,  and  therefore  deny  the  facred  au¬ 
thority  of  that  book  I  can  underftaod 
him  perfedlly  well;  l>ut  for  the  man  who 
rejedts  thefe  dodtrines,  and  yet  pretends 
refped>  for  the  (criptures,  I  wovki  no 
more  attempt  an  apology,  than  for  him 
wlto  would  endeavour  to  perfuade  us, 
that  he  betievrd  the  celebrated  John 
.Wilkes  meant  his  North Britoo,  AS* 
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as  a  panegyric  on  his  majefty  and  his  mi- 
niiters. 

While  I  write  this  of  Simplex,  I  am 
far  from  conlidering  him  as  Angular. 
On  the  contrary,  I  know  he  has  for  his 
brethren  by  far  the  greater  number  of 
the  getiflemen  of  orthodox,  evangtiieal 
principles  (as  they  call  one  another),  in 
this  ilUnd:  bat  this  does  not  alter  the 
cafe  a  w'hit ;  and  therefore,  to  fupport 
my  challenge  againfl  him,  and'  at  the 
fame  titne  to  give  him,  or  any  like- 
minded  with  him,  an  opportunity  of 
vindicating  themielves  from  this  charge 
(in  cafe  they  lhall  be  fo  difpoled);  1  lhall 
here  beg  leave  to  quote  a  lew  of  the  ma¬ 
ny  paflages  to  be  found  in  the  feriptures, 
in  which  are  maintained  the  do«ilrinc8 
exploded  by  thele  gentlemen;  and,  if 
any  of  them  (hall  Ihow,  by  fair  argu¬ 
ment,  that  they  can,  with  any  degree  of 
felf*confiltcncy,  rejedt  tbeie  dcdtrincs, 
and  yet  hold  the  feriptures  facred,  then, 
and  not  till  then,  lhall  I  acknowledge, 
that  they  have  any  right  to  arrogate  to 
themfelves  the  epithets,  orthodox,  pri¬ 
mitive, -fcriptural,  evangelical,  folid,  ju¬ 
dicious,  devout,  fagseious,  valuable,  and 
fo  forth,  which  arc  almoft  couftantly  in 
their  mouths. 

To  proceed  then ;  of  w'orks  the  ferip¬ 
tures  fay,  Micah  vi.  8.  “  He  hath  lliew-

This  picture  is  very  remarkable,  as 
well  on  account  of  the  importance 
and  Angularity  of  its  fubjedt,  as  of  the 
immenie  nuin^  of  figures  which  it 
contains,  the  variety  of  matter  which 
It  exhibits,  and  the  manner  in  which  the 
Whole  is  executed. 

It  is  preferved  in  the  royal  cafile  at 
Windsor;  but,  being  there  placed  in  the 
king’k  private  apartments  below  ftairs, 
which  are  feldom  permitted  to  be  fhown, 
hath  long  remained,  in  a  great  meafure, 
unknown  to  the  public. 

The  interview  between  the  two  mo- 
narchs  was  on  Sunday,  June  7,  1520, 
on  the  open  plain,  within  the  Englifh 
pale,  between  the  caftlc  of  Gaines  and 
Ardnes.  It  continued  tw'enty -eight 
days.  The  right-hand  fide  of  the  pic¬ 
ture  exhibits  a  bird’s  eye  view  of  the 
market-place,  church,  and  callle  of 
Gaines,  with  part  of  the  town  walls 
and  the  furrounding  ditch.  In  the  fore¬ 
ground  of  this  is  the  Englifh  cavalcade 
i hereafter  mentioned) ;  over  thefe,  in 
the  back  ground,  and  towards  the  top  of 
the  picture,  is  a  view  of  the  morafs 
which  lies  on  the  north  fide  of  the 
town,  and  of  the  river  that  runs  from 
thence  towards  Calais.  Several  perfons 
are  fitting  on  the  roof  of  the  fiiambles, 
and  others  Handing  at  the  doors  of  the 
houfes  of  the  town,  looking  at  the  ca¬ 
valcade.  The  town  guard  alfo  is  drawn 
up  and  under  arms  in  the  market-place. 

In  the  middle  of  the  left-hand  fide  of 
the  pidure,  and  near  the  caftle- gate,  is 
the  cltyation  of  the  principal  front  of  a 
rnofl  (tately  fquare  cafteliated  palace,  in¬ 
tended  to  reprefeut  that  magnificent 


temporary  palact,  made  of  timbcff 
which  was  brought  ready  framed  from 
England,  find,  ffter  the  interview,  waa 
taken  down  and  carried  back.  Befides  % 
chapel  and  the  royal  apartments,  it  con¬ 
tained  lodgings  for  moft  of  the  great  of¬ 
ficers  of  Bate,  hong  with  the  richeft 
tapeftry,  and  doth  of  gold  and  filver, 
panned  with  green  and  white  filk,  the 
favourite  colours  of  the  boule  of  Tu¬ 
dor. 

On  the  plain  before  the  palace  are  two 
fuperb  conduits,  cafed  over  with  diffe¬ 
rent  kinds  of  marble,  framed  in  pannel; 
from  both  of  thefe,  through  malks  of  li¬ 
ons  heads,  red  wi^e  is  ,^fcbarged  into 
cifterns,  and  from  thence,  through  like 
maiki,  to  the  populace,  who,  by  thciy 
looks  and  adions,  exprefs  its  various  cf- 
feds  from  hilarity  to  inebriety.  Near 
thefe  conduits,  in  the  lower  part  of  the 
fore  ground,  (land  two  men  facing  each 
other,  and  dreffed  alike,  in  blue  caps, 
like  tiaras,  with  golden  taflcls,  and  cocki 
tail  feathers,  and  yellow  gowns  with 
black  lace  and  black  tufted  frogs.  They 
have  long  feymitars  by  their  fides,  and 
are  founding  long  trumpets,  to  announce 
the  near  approach  of  the  Englifh  caval¬ 
cade.  On  their  left  hand  are  many  fpec- 
tators,  and  among  them  two  gentlemen 
converfing  together.  Thefe  figures,  be¬ 
ing  placed  thus  confpicuoufly  in  the  fore¬ 
ground,  and  being  much  more  laboured 
and  fintfhed  than  any  that  are  near  them, 
are  fuppofed  to  be  the  portraits  of  thd 
painter  of  this  piece,  and  of  Edward 
Hall,  who  was  enjoined  by  K.  Henry  to 
draw  up  the  defeription  of  the  inter¬ 
view. 

In  the  fore -ground,  on  the  right-hand 
fide,  is  the  very  numerous  Englifh  caval¬ 
cade,  marching  out  of  the  town  of 
Guines,  and  entering  the  caflle  gate  by  a 
bridge-  thrown  over  the  ditch.  Its  far¬ 
ther  f^fogrefs  is  not  here  reprefented; 
but  it  may  be  fuppofed  to  havepafTed 
from  the  caflle,  through  the  fallyport, 
to  the  place  of  interview,  along  the  val¬ 
ley,  and  by  the  fide  of  the  rivulet  there 
defcribed.  The  guns  of  the  caftle  arc 
reprefented  as  firing  while  the  king  pat- 
fed.  The  advanced -guard  confifted  of 
his  guard  of  bill-men,  with  their  officers. 
Then  follow  three  ranks  of  men  on  foot, 
five  in  a  Tank,  and  alt  unarmed.  After 
them  are  five  of  Wolfey’s  domtftics  op 
horfebacky  two  of  which  arc  his  chap¬ 
lains,  the  one  in  a  black  gown  bearing  hia 
crofs,  and  the  other  ip  a  fcailet  gowd

All  the  principal  figures  above -men- 
I  tioned,  and,  probably,  many  others  now 
'  unknown,  are  portraits  painted  from  the 
life ;  that  of  king  Henry  in  particular  is  a 
ftriking  likenefs,  highly  finilhed,  and  in 
no  way  inferior  to  the  celebrated  head 
painted  by  Holbein,  now  at  Kenfington. 
And  thofe  of  Dorfet,  Suffolk,  ElTcx,  and 
Wolfey,  ftrongly  relemble  their  portraits 
ftow  remaining. 

The  numeroua  ranks  that  follow  arc 
coinpofed  of  the  nobility  and  royal  at¬ 
tendants  on  horfeback,  fueveeded  by  a 
large  party  of  billmen,  demi-lances,  and 
others,  who  form  a  continued  line  of 
march  fram  the  back  of  the  parifti- 
church  of  Guinea,  through  the  market¬ 
place,  &c. 

Near  the  foot  of  the  caftle  bridge  is  a 
large  groupc  of  fpe^tators,  and  among 
them  a  refpedlab’c  grey-headed  man, 
with  a  very  long  white  beard,  drefied  in 
a  fear  let  uniform,  laced  with  gold,  and 
having  the  letters  H.  R.  embroidered  on 
his  breaft.  Both  his  hands  (his  bonnet  is 
in  his  right)  are  held  up  with  pleafure 
and  aftonilhment.  This-  figure,  being 
highly  finifhed,  and  fingnlarly  dreffed, 
was  probably  fomc  old  Icrvant  of  the 
crown  well  known  knd  refpccted  at  the 
time.  ^  * 

In  the  back  ground  of  the  middle 
part  of  the  picture,  is  feen  the  place  of 
interview,  reprcltnttd  as  a  fpacious  cir¬ 
cular  plain,  on  the  lummit  of  an  tlcva* 
lion,  between  the  town  of  Gaines* and 
the  road  from  thence  to  the  vale  of  Ar- 
dern  or  Ardnes.  It  is  marked  out  by 
while  *carr»p  colours,  and  luVroundcd 
by  fevcral  demi-lance  men,  and  other 
guards  and  attendants  of  both  nations  on 
horfeback.  Within  its  area  is  a  ciicu* 
lar  line  of  round  tents  and  fquare  pavi¬ 
lions,  placed  alternately,  and  communi¬ 
cating  with  each  other.  Their  coverings 
and  curtains  are  painted  green  and 
white,  the  favourite  colours  of  the 
houfe  cf  Tudor,  lo  their  center  is

pitched  a  la’^c  fiegle  tent,  covered  witii 
cloth  of  gold,  flowered  w’ith  red,  and 
lined  with  blue  velvet,  pow'dered  with 
jisurs  de  lys»  On  its  top  ftands  a  gold 
or  gilt  figure  of  St  George  and  the  dra¬ 
gon.  The  curtains  are  thrown  back, 
and  difeover  the  two  monarchs  embra¬ 
cing  one  another;  being  drawn  fbme- 
what  larger  than  the  furrounding 
gurcs,  and  highly  finifhed,  the  refiria- 
blince  of  each  is  perfcdly  well  cxprtflcd. 
Before  the  front  of  this  tent  ftand  levcr^ 
attendants,  and  alfo  the  maflers  of  the 
horfe  to  the  two  kings,  each  holding  his 
lovereign’s  courfer;  that  of  king  Henry  vt 
white,  and  ihat  of  Francis  is  dun. 

According  to  the  fcale  of  the  ptdure, 
this  plain  is  exaiflly  half  a  mile  from 
Guines  (the  diltance  afli,med  by  Woli^ 
in  his  regulations),  juft  before  the  «•- 
trance  into  the  vale  of  Ardnes;  in  which 
part  of  that  village  is  ihewn,  and  the 
whole  clhjrography  of  the  country  is  mi¬ 
nutely  obferved. 

At  the  top  of  the  piiflurc,  towards  the 
left,  is  a  flight  view  of  the  town  of  Ard¬ 
nes,  from  whence  Francis  and  his  trtia 
ilVued;  and  the  whole  valley  betweca 
that  and  the  place  of  interview  is  filled 
W'ith  French  foldiery,  completely  armed. 
Lower  down,  and  nearer  to  Guines  thaa 
the  place  of  interview,  is  a  groupe  of 
tents,  covered  with  linen  cloth,  fonoc 
panned  green  and  white,  and  others  red 
and  white,  to  accommodate  fuch  of  the 
Englilh  as  could  not  be  lodged  withra 
that  tow  n.  Between  thefe  tents  and  the 
temporary  palace,  (lands  a  large  pavilioa, 
confiding  of  one  long  and  two  round 
tcnts.all  qovered  with  cloth  of  gold,  flow¬ 
ered  w’ith  black.  On  thefinyall  of  each 
of  the  round  tents  ds  a  vane,  charged 
with  the  arms  of  Fiance  and  England 
quarterly.  In  this  pavilion  Henry  and 

Catherine  frcquenllyentertained  at  dinner 

the  French  king  and  queen,  and  their 
principal  nobility.  At  a  fmall  diflance 
fn)m  it  is  a  view  of  the  culinary  offices 
fet  up  on  the  plain,  confiding  of  -a  large 
groupe  of  ovens,  at  which  fevcral  bakers 
are  bufied;  and  two  fpacious  tents, 
whefe  fronts  being  thrown  open,  dilco- 
ver  the  one  to  be  intended  for  boiling, 
and  the  other  for  loading,  in  which  offi¬ 
ces  fever al  cooks  are  employed.  From 
thefe  kitchens  fourteen  yeomen  of  the 
guard,  each  carrying  a  covered  di(b,  arc 
going  towards  the  royal  pavilion,  pre¬ 
ceded  by  the  lord  Steward  >  (earl  of 
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ShrcWfbury),  bearing  his  white  ftafF,  and 
attended  by  a  gentleman  wearing  a  fafh. 

Near  to  the  ovens,  is  a  cabaret,  at  the 
door  of  which  feveral  perfons  are  drink* 
ing ;  and  not  far  from  thence  is  a  lady 
carried  irt  a  horfe  Utter,  covered  with 
crimfon  velvet  embroidered  with  gold, 
preceded  by  a  groom,  and  followed  by 
two  other  ladies  and  a  mao-fervant. 
She  turns  her  face  out  of  the*  window, 
and  feems  talking  to  a  page,  behind 
whom  is  another  lady  maiked  and  on 
horfeback,  with  a  female  attendant* 
Thefc  ladies  fecm  perfons  of  great  dig¬ 
nity;  Ihe  in  the  litter  may  be  one  of  the 
queens  going  incognito  to  view  the  of¬ 
fices. 

Beneath  thefe,  and  in  a  line  with  the 
palace,  is  an  open  circular  tent  of  white 
cloth,  embr«)idcred  with  blue  tracery,  o* 
ver  which  are  an  union  roie  and  a  Jleur 
de  lys.  Its  curtains  thrown  I'pen  dilbo- 
ver  a  magnificent  fideboard  of  plate,  and 
a  table  fnread,  at  the  upper  end  of  which 
fits  an  elderly  gentleman  ;  on  one  fide  is 
a  lady,  and  at  the  lower  end  another 
gentleman,  partaking  of  a  repaft,  which 
is  ferved  up  by  feveral  attendants.  This, 
probably,  was  the  tent  of  the  lord  Stew¬ 
ard.  Behind  this,  and  in  the  adjacent 
fields,  are  pitched  feveral  others,  for  the 
ufe  of  fultlers,  covered  with  green  and 
ftrhite,  and  red  and  white  linen  cloth. 

In  the  back  ground,  and  at  the  extre¬ 
mity  on  the  left-hand  fide,  appear  the 
lifts  or  camp  fet  apart  for  the  jufts  and 
tournaments.  On  the  left  is  a  fcafFold, 
or  long  gallery,  for  the  royal  perfonages 
and  their  attendants ;  and  the  whole,  ex¬ 
cept  the  entrance,  is  fenced  with  a  rail 
and  barrier,  guarded  by  demi-lance  men 
and  others  on  horfeback,  completely 
armed.  FrencTi  foldieri,  in  a  blue  and 
yellow  uniform,  With  a  falamander,  the 
badge  of  Francis  I.  embroidered  on  it, 
keep  the  entrance  on  one  hand ;  and  the 
Englifti  yeomen,  with  their  parttzant,  on 
the  other.  Clofe  to  the  gallery  end,  on  a 
rife  at  the  left,  fttads  a  large  artificial 
tree  of  honour  \  its  trunk  is  wrapped 
round  with  red  velvet,  embroidered  with 
gold,  and  on  its  branches  hang  the 
fhields  of  arms  of  the  two  challengers, 
and  of  their  refpedive  aids,  the  tables  of 
the  challenges,  the  feveral  anfwers,  3cc. 
This  tree,  ihirtyfour  feet  in  height, 
fpreading  119  ft^et,  and  from  bough  to 
bough  fpety-three  feet,  hiftorians  fay, 
was  compofcd  of  the  rafpberry^  the 
badge  of  Frioctii  and  of  the  bannthorn. 


Henry’s  badge,  artificially  twined  aiKl 
twifted  together. 

In  the  gallery  ftand  the  two  kiovi 
Francis  on  the  right,  and  Henry  on  the 
left ;  with  their  two  queens,  and  their  at. 
tendant  ladies.  A  carpet  of  cloth  ^ 
gold  covers  the  front  before  the  kio^a 
and  rich  tapeftry  the  rail  before  the 
queens.  Within  the  area  are  two  co®, 
batantt,  armed  cap-a-pec,  mounted  en 
horfes  richly  bafed  and  barbed,  and  tilting 
xgainll  each  other;  near  them  is  a  herald 
picking  up  the  pieces  of  a  broken  fpeir, 
his  perquifite. 

Near  to  the  lifts  are  a  few  tents  for  the  | 
ufc  of  the  combatants.  ' 

The  remaining  upper  part  of  the  back 
ground  gives  a  moft  corred  aad  faithful 
view  of  the  adjacent  country,  with  a  vi. 
riety  of  figures,  farm  houfes,  mills,  cot¬ 
tages,  wofwls,  cattle,  Ibeep,  fowls,  Scc.all 
of  them  highly  finifhed.  To  introduce 
fuch  a  variety  of  I'ubjetfts,  the  horizon k 
remarkably  high. 

Towards  the  top  of  the  picture  is  « 
dragon^  flying  in  the  air,  and  hovering 
over  the  Engliih  cavalcade;  which  fome 
conceive  to  l>e  a  memorial  of  a  fir^ 
work  in  that  form  exhibited  during 
interview — £but  we  rather  ibfnk,  that, 
as  it  feems  attendant  on  king  Henry,  the 
painter  had  in  view  one  of  his  fupporters, 
which,  at  the  beginning  of  his  reign,  wai 
a  red  dragon  ;  and  if  our  former  con- 
jedturc  of  th  *  greyhounds  (hould  not  hi 
admitted,  thofe  animals,  perhaps,  ihight 
be  intended  for  the  other^  his  left  fsp- 
porter  (in  right  of  bis  mother)  being,  at 
the  fame  time,  a  greyhound  argent) 
and  in  this  very  piece,  as  before  obfer- 
ved,  the  king’s  paces  have  on  their  backs 
a  greyhound  and  a  dragon"]. 

The  picture  here  defer ibed,  which  a 
five  feet  fix  inches  high,  by  eleven  fest 
three  inches  in  breadth,  has  been  gent* 
rally  aferibed  to  Hans  Holbein,  but  with* 
nut  foundation,  as  he  did  not  arrive  in 
England,  till  near  fix  years  after  the  in¬ 
terview  ;  and,  befidcs,  his  ftile,  colourin|, 
See,  are  widely  different.  The  name  d 
the  painter,  however,  is  immaterial. 

We  muft  add,  that  the  head  of  king 
Henry  appears  to  have  been  cut  outdi 
the  picture,  and  afterwards  reftored*! 
This  was  a  contrivance  of  Philip  earl  of ' 
Pembroke,  after  the  death  of'  king’ 
Charles  I.  to  prevent  a  French  agent, 
who  was  in  treaty  for  it,  from  purchafiog 
the  piece;  and  it  fucceeded,  for,  finding 
it^thug  matilatedi  the  Freoebman  dc^ 
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ciititd  the  purchafe.  By  this  means  it 
wa5  prelerved  ii»  il»e  palace  till  the  refto- 
ration,  tv  hen  the  carl  of  Pembroke  deli* 
vered  the  inulilaicd  piece  to  king 
Ciiarlea  II.  who  immediately  ordered  it 
to  he  rtftoitd  to  iis  place;

Such  being  the  charadter  and  qualifi¬ 
cations  of  a  notary,  the  wifdom  of  our 
anceftors  confidered  his  pretence  as  ex- 
trennely  expedient  and  nectflTary  to  wit- 
Hefs  a  poinding,  being  a  nice  point  of  pro¬ 
cedure  when  properly  executed.

To  procurers  foreign  market,  the  beft 
plan,  in  my  opinion,  would  be,  to  grant 
a  fmall  bounty  upon  the  yard,  ad  va/o- 
rentf  on  Scots  cloth  exported;  a  method 
that  has  this  at  leafl  to  recommend  it, 
that,  if  it  had  little  efFetJf,  it  would  coft  the 
country  the  lefs;  and  the  bounty  can 
only  increafe  in  proportion  to  the  benefit 
it  is  of.  A  confiderable  quantity  of 
woolen  goods  are  annually  exported 
from  this  country,  efpecially  from  Glaf- 
gow,  every  yard  of  which  is  brought 
from  England  by  a  very  long  laiid  car¬ 
riage.  I  can  fee  nothing  to  prevent 
our  fupplying  that  market  on  better 
terms,  had  the  merchaiits  but  a  fmall 
inducement  to  try  it  at  firft. 

My  intention  in  giving  thefe  hints  is 
purely  to  ferve  my  country.  Should  they 
be  of  the  fmalleft  fervice,  I  lhall  be  am¬ 
ply  repaid.

Yet,  it  may 
be  fafely  affirmed,  that  this  valuable  fe- 
cret  baij  l»een  loft  to  all  intents  and  pur* 
pofes;  and  that,  notwithftanding  the 
continued  and  hearty  fighs  and  re- 
fearches  of  ail  Europe,  nothing  like  it, 
till  now,  has  been  difeovered  by  the  mo¬ 
derns,  For  if,  in  fomc  parts,  the  build¬ 
ings  are  more  lohd  than  others,  it  is 
merely  owing  to  the  extraordinary 
goodnefs  of  the  lime,  fand,  and  other 
materials  employed  in  them. 

•  doubt,  Monfieur  Loriot  was  nnt 
the  firft  to  examine  the  nature  of  the 
ftiU  exifting  remains  of  Roman  grandeur. 
Nay,  many  other  lovers  of  antu]uity  may 
have  been  equally  careful  to  compare  all 
the  circumftanccs  of  thefe  monuments, 
from  which  any  infight  into  their  con- 
ftruCtion  could  be  derived ;  and  many 
have  even  analyfrd  m«rc  methodically 
the  cement  in  them;  but  no  one,  belides 
him  (elf,  that  I  know  of,  has  as  yet  been 
bold  enough  to  affirm,  that,  with  all  bis 
rellc^ffions  and  tfials,  he  had  been  able  te 


recover  the  long  loft  fecret  of  its  compo- 
ftrion. 

Is  it  poffible,  then,  that  thefe  gentle¬ 
men  Ihould  hav^concluded,  along  with 
the  vulgar,  that  the  Romans,  not  finding 
any  materials  tn- their  country  fit  for 
fuch  cement,  brought  them  from  Italy; 
or,  if  they  found  any,  that  the  veins, 
which  then  Tupplied  them,  have  been 
long  (ince  exhaufted  ?  .Abfurd,  however, 
as  fuch  conjectures  muft  be,  they  are  not 
of  fo  difeouraging  a  nature  as  thofe  of 
the  wine*dreffers  in  the  environs  of  Be* 
fan9on,  who  m^ke  no  fcruplc  of  telling 
each  other,  that  the  aqueduft  of  Arcier* 
is  indebted  for  its  Iblidity  to  the  uftng  of 
bullock’s  blood  in  the  making  of  its  ce¬ 
ment;  a  circumftancc,  they,  no  doubt, 
infer  from  the  reddifh  and  bricky  clouds 
in  it.  But  thefe  clouds  are  of  no  weight 
with  obfervers  better  qualified  to  judge 
of  the  matter,  who,  whether  they  abide 
by  the  evidence  of  their  eyes,  or  have  re-' 
courfe  to  analytical  decompufition,  can 
find  no  ingredients  in  it,  but  fuch  as  arc 
to  be  found  in  the  commoneft  mortar 
now  in  ufe. 

And,  indeed,  how  can  the  Roman?, 
with  all  their  power,  be  fuppofed  to 
have  brought  from  lo  great  a  diftance 
the  mountains  of  materials  neceffary  for 
fo  many  and  fnch  valt  conftruiftions  ! 
and,  furely,  it  is  equally  abfurd  to  think, 
that  they  Ihould  have  difeovered,  pre- 
cifcly  at  the  time  when,  and  on  the  Ipots 
where,  they  wanted  thefe  materials,  iuch 
prccife  quantities  of  ihcrn,  as  not  to  leave" 
their  fucceflbrs  the  leaft  opportunity  of 
doing  the  great  things  they  did.  '  No;

Monfieur  Loriot,  being  by  this  means 
made  as  eafy  as  he  could  with,  prepared 
the  mateiials  for  his  difierent  mixtures, 
in  the  intervals  of  leifure  left  him  by  a  me¬ 
chanical  werk,  which  he  had  undertaken 
for  the  purpole  of  raifing  water  at  Menars ; 
and,  in  ihecourfc  oftbc  year  1770,  had  the 
happiuefs  to  difeover  a  kind  of  myltery 
in  nature,  which  fur  fevvral  ages  pall  had 
pot,  it  is  moll  probable,  manit'efled  iticlf 
to  any  body  but  hiinfelf;  a  myflery,  on 
which  all  the  merit  of  bis  difeuvery  is 
founded. 

f  Monfieur  Loriot  is  adually  lining  vi’ith 
his  cement  the  vaulted  rpof  nt  the  orangery  a; 
Verfaillcft,  where  every  body  is  free  to  come 
and  fee  with  what  rapidity  the  work  goes  on, 
and  with  what  quickrefs  his  cement  takes, 
without  the  betraying  the  lead  dirpoiition  to 
crack  or  flaw.

Taking  fome  lime,  which  had  been  a 
long  time  Hiked,  but  of  a'  pit  covered 
with  boards,  and  a  coniiderable  quantity 
of  earth  over  .them  again,  by  which 
means  the  lime  had  preterved  all  its  ori¬ 
ginal  frcfhnefs,  he  made  two  parts  of  it, and 
plalhed  and  beat'them  both  perfetfUy  well. 

He  then  put  one  of  thefe  parts,  with¬ 
out  any  addition,  into  a'  giazecl  earthen 
pot :  and,  in  that  condition,  fet  it  to  dry, 
of  itfelf,  in  the  fhade.  Here,  in  propor¬ 
tion  as  it  loft  its  moifturc  by  evaporation,* 
it  cracked  and  fplit  in  every  diredion, 
parted  from  the  fidcs  of  the  pot,  and 
crumbled  into  a  thoufand  pieces,  all  of 
them  equally  friable  with  the  bits  of 
lime  dried  up  by  the  fun,  which  \vc 
ufually  meet  vyfth  on  the  banks  of  our 
lime-pits. 

With  regard  to  the  other  part,  Mon¬ 
fieur  Loriot  juft  added  to  it  cue  third  of 
its  quantity  of  powdered  quicklime, 
and  then  had  the  whole  well  kneaded,  in 
order  to  make  the  two  kinds'  of  lime 
pcrfeftly  incoporate  with  each  other. 
This  done,  he  put  this  mixture,  likewife, 
into  a  glazed  earthen' pot,  as  he  had 
done  the  firft;  when,  behold,  it  foon  be¬ 
gan  to  heat,  and,  in  the  fpace  of  a  few 
minutes,  acquired  a  degree  of  confiftericc 
equal  to  that  of  the  bell  plailler,  when* 
prepared  in  the  bell  manner.  In  (hurt; 
it  fet  and  confolidated  almoft  as  readily 
as  metals  in  fufion,  when  taken  from  the 
Are;  and  turned  out  a  kind  of  ioftan* 
taneous  lapidihcatioa,  having  dried  com¬ 
pletely  within  a  very  (mall  fpacc  of  time, 
and  that  too  without  the  leaft  crack  or 
flaw.  Nay,  it  adhered  fo  flrongly  to  the 
tides  of  the  pot,  as  not  to  be  parted  frotu 
them  without  breaking  it.  ' 

The  rcfult  of  this  addition  of  the. 
quick  lime,  furprifing  as  at  firft  fight  it 
may  feerp,  is  notwithftanding  fo  eaflly 
exp^iined  and  accounted  for,  that  it 
fecrr.s  lomewhat  ftrangc  that 
Loriot  fhould  be  the  firft  to  fufpeifl  and 
difeover  it.  In  fa(5l,  what  can  be  plainer, 
than  that  the  fudden  felting  and  conloli- 
dating  of  thefe  two  fnbflances,.  when 
thus  united,  iiiuft  neceirarily  arife  from 
the  quick  lime’s  being  carried,  by  a  per- 
fed  amalgamation  or  admixture  into  the 
iumoft  rectfies  of  the  flaked  lime,  fatu- 
rating  ilfclf  with  the  moifture  it  theic 
meets  with,  and  thereby  effedmg  that  in- 
ftantaneous  and  abfolute  drflccatioB, 
which,  becaufc  wc  are  fo  well  accuftom* 
cd  to  it,  we  fo  little  mind  in  the  ufc >oC 
gyples  and  plaifters.^  ^ 
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troops  advanced,  formed  in  two  lines, 
and  the  attack  beiran  by  a  fliarp  cannon¬ 
ade  from  oUr  field  pieces  and  howitzers, 
the  lines  advancing  llowly.and  frequently 
halting  to  give  time  for  the  artillery  to 
fire.  The  light  infantry  was  directed  to 
force  the  left  point  of  the  breaft  work, 
to  take  the  rebel  line  in  flank,  and  the 
grenadiers  to  attack  in  front,  fupported 
by  the  5th  and  5ad  bittalions.  Thefe 
orders  were  executed  with  perfeverance, 
tinder  a  heavy  fire  from  the  vaft  num¬ 
bers  of  the  rebels;  and  notwithllanding 
▼arous  impediments  before  the  troops 
could  reach  the  works,  and  though  the 
left  under  brigadier  general  Pigot  was 
engaged  alfo  wdth  the  rebels  at  Charles¬ 
town,  which,  at  a  critical  moment  was 
fet  on  fire,  the  brigadier  purfued  bis 
point,  and  carried  the  redoubt. 

The  rebels  were  then  forced  from  o- 
thcr  ftrong  holds,  and  purfued  till  they 
were  drove  clear  off  the  peninfula, leaving 
five  pieces  of  cannon  behind  them. 

The  lols  the  rebels  fufttined  muft  have 
been  confiderabic,  from  the  great  nuna- 
herb  they  carried  off  during  the  time  of 
a^ion,  and  buried  in  holes,  fince  difeo- 
vered,  exclufivc  of  what  they  fuffered  by 
the  fhipping  and  boats;  near  one  hun¬ 
dred  were  buried  the  day  after,  and  thir¬ 
ty  found  wo  mded  in  the  field,  three  of 
whicli  are  fince  dead. 

I  inclofe  your  lordfhip  a  return  of  the 
killed  and  wounded  of  his  majcfly*s 
troops. 

This  action  has  fficwn  the  fuperiority 
of  the  king’s  troops;  who,  under  every  dif- 
advantage,  attacked  and  defeated  above 
three  liinep  their  own  number,  flrongly 
pofled  and  covered  by  breall- works. 

The  conduct  of  major  general  How»e 
was  confpicucus  on  this  occafion,  and 
his  example  fpiiited  the  troops,  in  which 
major-general  Clinton  affifted,  who  fol¬ 
lowed  the  leinforceoient.  And,  in  juf- 
fice  to  brigadier-genera!  Pigot,  1  am  to 
add,  that  the  fui'cefs  of  the  day  muft  in 
a  great  mcafurc  be  attributed  to  his  firm- 
nefs  and  gallant cy.

$  Extri^  of  a  letter  fro7n  BofloTty  da* 

I  ted  June  15.  brought  by  the  Cerbe* 
i  fus  man  of  *\x3ar, 

*  About  a  week  ago,  the  remainder  of 
‘  the  fleet  from  Ireland  arrived  here,  with 
the  35th,  49th,  and  63d  regiments  of  foot, 
f  and  17th  of  light  dragoons,  all  of  whom, 

[  except  part  of  the  49ih,  were  landed. 

I  At  day  light,  on  Saturday  morning 
'  the  17th  inflant,  1  was  awaked  by  fome 
cannon  fired  from  the  Lively  man  of 
war,  Rationed  at  Charles-town  ferry. 
This  firing  was  occafioned  by  their  fee¬ 
ing  a  great  number  of  the  rebels  at  work, 
railing  a  redoubt  on  that  height  ^  the 
back  of  Charles-town  ncareft  to  Bofton, 
known  by  the  name  of  Bunker’s  *hill, 
which  they  had  begun  the  night  before, 
and,  by  the  help  of  fafcincs,  gabions,  and 
other  fuch  materials,  and  by  a  great 
Dumber  of  hands,  they  had  got  almoft 
compleated. 

•'  This  firing  from  the  Lively  was  al- 
meft  immediately  put  a  Itop  to  by  the 
admiral. 

“  In  the  mean  time  the  general  order¬ 
ed  three  pieces  of  brafs  cannon,  twenty- 
four  pounders,  to  be  rnounted  on  .a  bat¬ 
tery  that  had  been  raifed  on  Cebb’s  hill, 
at  the  north  end,  where  he  alfo.  ferlt 
fome  howitzers,  and  a  large  quantity  of 
ammunition  of  all  kinds. 

“  At  nine  in  the  morning  this  battery 
opened,  af.d  continued  to  annoy  the  re¬ 
bels  all  the  forenoon,  ai  did  alfo  the 

\ 
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dlafgow  man  of  war,  who  lay  off  the 
point  al  New-Bofton. 

“  At  twelve  o’clock  the  light  infantry 
and  grenadiers,  with  the  5th,  38th,  43ds 
and  53d  regiments  embarked  oii  board 
the  iranfport-boAt8*at  the  long  wharf 
and  at  the  north  battery,  and,  about  hali^ 
palt  one,  landed  on  Charles-town  Pointy 
at  the  entrance  of  Maftic  river,  covered 
by  a  heavy  fire  from  the  Lively,  and 
another  man  of  war  fiationed  off  the 
north  battery,  a  large  floop,  and  two 
floating  batteries  at  Charles-town  ferry^ 
the  battery  from  Cobb’s  bill,  a  tranfport 
mounting  twenty  guns,  lying  a  little 
higher  up,  and  the  Glafgow  man  of  war. 
They  effected  their  landing  without  auy 
lofs,  and,  after  refling  the  men  a  few  mi¬ 
nutes^  marched  on  to  diflodge  the  rebels 
from  fome  polls  they  had  taken  on  the 
back  of  the  hill. 

“  In  half  an  hour  after,  the  47th  fe¬ 
rment,  part  of  the  35th,  and  a  battalion 
of  marines  followed,  and  landed  at  the 
place  where  there  formerly  was  a  batte¬ 
ry  in  Charles  town. 

At  their  landing,  the  town  of  Charles¬ 
town  was  on  fire 'by  carcafes  thrown 
from  Cubb’s-hill  battery,  and  the  troops 
marched  on,  comnianded  by  generals 
Howe  and  Clinton. 

“  About  three  quarters  paft  three,  an 
eXceflive  hot  fire  commenced  on  the  bac^ 
of  the  bill,  to  dillodge  a  large  body  of 
the  rebels,  that  had  pnfted  themfelveS 
behind  fome  fence!  which  they  had 
made  ball- proof  by  buflies,  hay,  earthy 
6cc. 

“  This  fire  lafted  about  fifty  minutes* 
As  foon  as  they  had  diflodged  this  body* 
one  party  of  our  men  came  up  on  onC 
fide,  and  another  on  the  other  fide  of  the 
redoubt,  and  fiormed,  and  carried  it  in  a 
few  minutes.  From  this  they  purfued 
the  rebels  to  the  bill  beyond,  and,  having 
drove  them  from  that/ forced  them  over 
Charles-town  NccU. 

“  All  this  they  actompliflted  iri  about 
four  hours,  having  inlirc  pofi'cffion  ot  the 
Neck  by  fix  o’clock.  The  whole  body 
of  troops  engaged  was  about  1400. 

**  In  the  redoubt  the  rebels  had  1600 
men ;  and  behind  it,  and  the  fencea 
which  they  had  fortified  from  that  td 
the  water,  about  5000;  befides  fome 
thou  lands  more  Rationed  on  the  hill  be¬ 
hind,  all  of  whom  the  troops  forced  to 
fi/  over  the  Neck.

“  Friends  and  Countrymeni 
Alarmed  by  the  dcfigns  of  an  arbi¬ 
trary  miniftry,  to  extirpate  the  rights 
and  liberties  of  all  America,  a  fenfe  of 
common  danger  confpired  with  the  dic¬ 
tates  of  humanity,  in  urging  us  to  call 
yoar  attention  by  pur  late  addrefs  to 
this  very  important  objeft. 

“  Since  the  conclnfion  of  the  late  war, 
we  have  been  happy  in  confidering  you 
as  fellow-fuffcrcrs  with  us.  As  we  were 
both  entitled,  by  the  bounty  of  an  in¬ 
dulgent  Creator,  to  freedom,  and  being 
both  devoted  by  the  cruel  edi^fts  of  a 
defpotic  adminiftration  to  common  ruin, 
we  perceived  the  fate  of  the  Proteftmt 
and  Catholic  colonies  to  be  ftrongly  link¬ 
ed  together,  and  therefore  invited  you 
to  join  with  us  in  refolving  to  be  free, 
and  in  rejedting  with  difdain  the  fetters 
of  n  a  very,  however  artfully  polifhed.  •

A  letter  from  Marfcilles,  dated  July  lo.

Maltefe  frigates,  who,  after  a  long  en¬ 
gagement,  in  which  800  Turks  were 
killed,  took  the  caravals,  and  conveyed 
them  to  Malta.” 

Advice  is  received  in  town  of  an  en¬ 
gagement  between  the  Spanifh  fleet  and 
the  emperor  of  Morticco’s,  reinforced  by 
other  Barbiry  Hales,  wherein  fevcral  «)f 
the  Spanilh  men  of  war  were  funk, 
amongft  which  was  the  Spanifh  admiral’s 
fliip!  It  is  faid  the  Moors  obtained  a 
complete  victory  ;  and  that,  with  a  favage 
brutality  peculiar  to  thofe  infidels,  they 
maflacred  a  number  of  the  Spaniards  in 
cool  blood. 

A  gentleman  is  arrived  in  town,  who 
was  prefent  at  the  action  on  the  17th  of 
June,  at  Ctiarles-tovvn,  between  the 
provincials  and  the  regulars;  he  fays, 
that  nothing  could  exceed  the  intrepidity 
of  the  Americans;  that  the  king’s  forces 
have  intrenched  themfclves  at  Charles¬ 
town,  which  was  little  more  than  a  heap 
of  fmoaking  ruins;  and  that  the  provin¬ 
cials  were  ftrongly  ported  on  an  erni- 
rence,  at  no  very  great  diftance  from  the 
former,  but  fo  advantageoufly  fituated, 
at  to  be  able  at  any  time  to  prevent  a 
p.  ffibilily  of  the  king’s  troops  from  pe¬ 
netrating  into  the  country.  He  further 
lays,  that  the  celebrated  Dr  Warren, 
who  commanded  the  provincial  trenches 
.at  Charle<i-town,  while  he  was  bravely 
defending  himlelf  againrt  feveral  oppofing 
regulars,  was  killed  in  a  cowardly  man¬ 
ner  by  an  officer^  fervant,  but  the  fellow 
was  inrtantly  cut  to  pieces;  fix  letters 
were  found  in  the  doctor’s  pocket,  writ¬ 
ten  from  fome  gentlemen  in  fiortoo, 
who  were  immediately  taken  into  cufto- 
^y»  and  whofe  fituations,  when  he  came 
away,  were  fo  perilous  and  critical,  that 
their  fiiends  every  moment  feared  their 
executions  from  fome  arbitrary  and  ille¬ 
gal  fentence  of  the  new  adopted  law 
martial.  He  alfo  adds,  that  at  a  council 
of  war  held  at  ^ofton,  the  officers  were 
unanimoudy  of ‘  opinion,  that  it  required 
no  lefs  a  number  than  thirty  thoufand 
men  to  make  any  effcdtual  advances  ;  the 
American  army  were  fo  excectlingly  nu¬ 
merous,  ftrongly  entrenched,  well  fup- 
plied,  and  refolutely  determined  to  on- 


pofe  any  hoftile  movements  of  the  regu¬ 
lar  troops. 

An  officer,  who  was  in  the  late  adion 
at  Charles- town,  in  a  letter  to  his  friend, 
fpeaks  in  very  high  terms  both  of  the  va¬ 
lour  and  dilcipline  of  the  provincials, 
particularly  the  officers.  He  fays  that 
he  was  in  mort  of  the  bloody  battles  in 
Germany  lart  war,  but  never  faifr  any 
equal  to  that  on  the  17th  uit. 

During  the  late  ergagepaent,  thirty  of 
the  provin  Mals  who  were  taken  prifoners, 
and  broUi,\-  to  Bofton,  4cfiredtobcfhot, 
but  were  confined  in  a  priibn,  and  at¬ 
tended  by  a  cleigyman,  to  whom  they 
declared  they  were  led  on  intircly  by 
their  minirters  enforcing  the  doctrine  of 
refiltancc. 

During  the  engagement  near  Charles¬ 
town,  gen.  Ward,  with  tbe  grand  pro¬ 
vincial  army,  remained  quiet  within  hi« 
lines  on  Rcxbury-hill. 

Major  Piicairne  of  the  marines,  who 
was  killed  in  the  late  adtion  in  America, 
has  left  feven  children.— Four  balls  werf 
lodged  in  his  body,  and  he  was  taken  off 
the  field  upon  his  fon’s  (boulders. 

A  very  promifing  youth,  coufin  to  gen. 
Gage’s  lady,  who  was  an  officer  under 
gen.  Putnam,  was  killed  in  the  late 
battle  between  the  regulars  and  the  pro¬ 
vincials. 

The  Amg^icans  load  their  rifle-barre!

“  As  fome  workmen,  a  few  days  ago, 
were  digging  a  gravel  pit  near  the  fliore,
